This beautiful flower appears to be a description of 
lily, possessing a bulb root, loug oval leaves, and n 
stock from three to four feet in length. The Espiritu 
Santo is one of those rare flowers that is said to be 
find only on one particular part of the isthmus, a 
short distance from Panama, It requires little earth 
for vegetation, growing among heaps of stonos, with 
the fibers alona covered, the bulb being almost on- 
tierly exposed. 

The plant possesses little beaut; beyond wht is 
contained in the flower itself, which is of n moest cle- 
gant and pure forniation. Tho outward part, which 
iv smaller than a pigeon's egg, resembles a curious 
stiaped vase, on opening the lid of which the most per- 
fect and beautiful frc simile of a dove is found with- 
in.
